25,000 Winnipeg Union Men to 
Quit Work at 11 a.m. Today) HOTLY DEBATED 


Fail Utterly in Attempt to Bring 


About Compromise—The Civic Utilities Will Be Operated—-Big 
Meeting of Veterans to Discuss Attitude During Strike—Law 
and Order to Be Preserved at Any Cost 


WINNIPEG, May 14.—Little hope is now entertained of 
it being possible to avert the general strike called for tomor- 
row morning at eleven. The consensus of opinion tonight seems 
to be that the wulkout is inevitable. 
late tonight drew Premier Norris and Mayor Gray away from 
engagements for the purpose of conferring, the mayor being in 
the middle of a speech when hastily called away. 


Building trades employers 


unions who decided not to take a 
sympathetic strike vote must abide 
by the decision of the majority or 
run the risk of being deprived of 
their charter in the Labor Council.

‘that the resolution will prove a solu- 


tion of the matter, but it is considered 
to be the best move under the circum- 
stances, The merchants themselves 
cannot get together on the matter, and 
the committee or counct! is confront- 
ed wih an almost hopeless task in 
attempting to classify business for the 
purposes of closing, as the act says 
that the whole of one class of busi- 
ness must be closed on any specified 
The employees in the 
stores are practically unanimous in 
asking for Saturday half-hoelidays, 
Plebiscite Favored 

A number of the aldermen contend 
that council will either have to set 
Wednesday or Saturday and make all 
stores close on that day, or else go 
back to the original plan of a plebis- 
eite and this will undoubtedly be pro- 
posed on Thursday afternon. 

The employees are going to be a big 
factor in setiling the question because 
it was hinted by A. Farmilo that they 
wished to settle the matter amicably, 
yet at the same time the wishes of 
the employees had to be considered,

Dr. Edwards of Frontenac Starts 
Warm Discussion in the 
Commons 


MACKIE SUPPORTS PLAN 


Opposition Slates Gov't for Unac- 
countable Delay in Bringing 
Down Legislation 


OTTAWA, May, 14.—A debate on 
the question of national schools was 
precipitated in the Commons today 
by Dr. J. W. Edwards, member for 
Frontenac, Dr. Edwards had a mo- 
tion on the order paper calling for 
the establishment of a national school 
system, but it was not reached before 
private members’ days were abolished 
for the session, eo he started a dis- 
cussion today on the motion to go 
into supply. 

The debate which ensued at times 
was inclined to be heated, and R. H. 
Butts, Cape Breton South, as a mark 
of disapproval walked out of the 
House during the course of Dr, Ed- 
wards’ speech. A statement by Dr. 
Edwards that there were whole coun- 
tles in Ontario and Quebec where no 
provision is made for the education 
of children of the minority, drew de- 
nials from Hon. Rodolphe Lemieux 
and J. A. Robb, Chateaugiiay. As a 
representative Protestant of Quebec 


province, Mr. Robb stated that he was | 


well satisfied with educational condi- 
tions if that province. Support for 
the national schools proposal came 
from H. A. Mackie, East Edmonton. 
H. C. Hocken, Toronto East, com- 
Plimented Dr. Edwards for bringing 
up the matter and praised the Norris 
government of Manitoba for handling 
the separate school question. He 
said that it was the duty of parlia- 
ment to see that national schools 
sentiment {s created in Canada, 
When Mr. Hocken concluded, the 
debate petered out and the house 
went into committee of supply. 


Legislation Held Up 

Sir Thomas White introduced a bill 
to confirm the prohibition order-in- 
council regarding the importation, 
manufacture and transportation of 
intoxicating liquar, the resolution re- 
garding which was. passed in the 
house on Tuesday: The bill was given 
firet reading. 

Mr. James Robb, the chief Liberal 
whip, brought up the question of gov- 
srriment legislation which has been 

jadowed in the speech from the 
throne on February 20, .He mention- 
ea specially the franchige act, high- 
Ways afd vocatidnal @fucation. He 
aaid the housé had ‘béen iin session for 
nearly three months and the resolu- 
tion regarding highways had been 
brought down on March 24 but had 
not been proceede@ with: On the op- 
Position side he thought they had not 
unduly hindered the passage of sup- 
ply. For instance, they might have 
moved for the repeal of the War 
Times Election Act, but they had not 
done so, They were rapidly approach- 
ing the situation when the right of 
the opposition to move amendments 
on going into supply would be ex- 
hausted. He asked, therefore, what 
the intentions of the government 
were regarding the legislation men- 
tioned, 

Sir Thomas Defends 

Sir Thomas replied that his view 
was that through the co-operation of 
the opposition they had been making 
extraordinary progress with legisla- 
tion. He said he could not remember 
a period when more legislation had 
been passed than during the last 
month. He did not regard the time 
of the house as wasted when consid- 
ering estimates, and there were many 
remaining items in the main esti- 
mates to be dealt with. 

With regard to the legislation fore- 


shacowed fli the speech from the 
throne, he said it had all been 


brought down with the exception of 
technical education and the franchise. 
The legislation relating to technical 
education had been fully considered 
by the government and would be in- 
troduced in a few days. The fran- 
chise law was extremely important 
legislation and it was the intention of 
the government to introduce it at the 
present session of parliament. He 
said the highways law was before the 
house, 

Mr. Robb disputed this, and Sir 
Thomas retorted that the resolution 
was before the house and it preceded 
legislation. 

Mr. Sinclair was informed that the 
total expenditure to date on the Hali- 
fax terminals was $14,802,655. Com- 
pletion of existing contracts, together 
with new engine facilities at Fairview 
was estimated at a cost of $8,000,000 
at present prices, 


U.S. MILLERS CAN 
NOT REDUCE FLOUR 
PRICES AT PRESENT 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., May 14.— 
Minneapolis millers declared tonight 
that although the United Statey Grain 
corporation may provide mills with 
less expensive wheat from Canada, 
they did not believe it would be pos- 
sible for them to reduce flour prices 
sufficiently to make decreased bread 
prices possible. 

Frank L. @arey, grain corporation 
agent for the northwest, announced 
that the price of Canadian wheat pur- 
chased in Canada and re-sold to mil- 
lers will be about $2.40 a bushel. This 
is about 40 cents less than the price 
the millers have been paying here re- 
cently. 

Millers declare that if the grain 
corporation purchases only a sma!) 
quantity of wheat from Canada, as 
announced, the supply will not be 
sufficiently large to bring about re- 
ductions in flour prices,

MURDER PLEA 


Prince Albert Court Hears First 
Case of Its Kind in the 
Empire 


PRINCE ALBERT, Sask., May 14— 
The trial of Victor Carmel and Jean 
Baptiste St. Germain, now In progress 

jin the Court of King’s Bench here, 
bids fair to attain international fame. 

It is the first time In the history 
of the courts of Great Britain or Cane 
ada that hypnotism has been invoked 
as the defence in a murder trial and 
A. E. Philion, of this city, who has put 
up the defence for the accused, fa 
making a strenuous fight. Today he 
called as a witness B, A. Finn, bare 
rister, of Prince Albert, who belonged 
to a society for psychic research in 
England, which made a study of hyp- 
notic phenomena. Mr, Finn produced 
the authority of D, Alkenhead Stroud, 

as quoted In a legal work, to show that 
practically everything that has been 
claimed by Carmel and St. Germain 
as to their complete subjugation by 
Gervais could be accounted for by 
hypnotism. In the cross-examinatf 
however, the witness admitted thal 
the general conclusions of Stroud were 
that even in the confirmed criminal 
and under the influence of a criminal 
hypnotis, there would be subconscious 
revulsion to committing such a crime 
as a murder because the mind of the 
criminal would recollect that he would 
be likely to suffer death for the crime 
and this weuld deter him. In the ave 
erage norma! subject under the control 
of a hypnotist the revulsion would 
come from his usual habita of Ufe 
and general opposition to crime. 

St. Germain Breaks Down 

St. Germain today gave the first 

example of a breakdown of any of 
the Steep Creek trio charged with 
the MacKay murder. He stepped 
from the witness stand at the conclue 
sion of his examination with tears 
streaming from his face, and for. @ 
considerable time after being placed 
back in the prisoner's dock he contine 
ued to hold his handkerchief to his 
eyes.

During the last three years the Ed- 
monten public had been educated :o 
the use of the telephone to an extent 
that many were desirous of securing; 
the service in all parts of the city. 
Previously the @elephone was con- 
sidered a luxury, now they had appli- 
cants stating that they would cheer- 
fully do without water and light if 
they could only get the telephone. 

During the last influenza epidemic 
there is no doubt at all but that 
scores of lives were saved due to the 
universal way the system had been 
spread over the city. It would be ex- 
tremely unfortunate if this develop- 
ment were not carried out to the 
small extent proposed during the next 
two years. It was very obvious that 
the population was rapidly increasing, 
which in turn would cause a heavy 
demand for service. If unable to give 
that service and if the bylaw was 
turned down, they would not be tak- 
ing advantage of their opportunities. 

The Edmonton systern last year 
made a profit’ of over $30,000., the 
proposed expenditure would not cost 
the rate-payer one cent, as charges 
against the proposed capital expendi- 
ture would be carried by the system. 

As an evidence of the demand for 
service and changes in existing ser- 
vices, it might be mentioned that dur- 
ing the last few weeks they had re- 
ceived and attended to an average of 
over 40 orders per day and this num- 
ber was increasing rather than dim- 
inishing.

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DETROIT TIGERS IN SLOUGH 
OF DESPONDENCY: EFFORTS 
TO WIN ARE WITHOUT SPIRIT 


Manager and Players Alike Have Apparently No Strong Desire to 
Win, Although Team Has Average American League 
Ability in Field and at the Bat 


(By DEACON WHITE) 
Chicago, May 7, 1919. 

No one realizes any better than 
Myself the errora that one is likely 
to make in recording snap judgments 
of baseball players and _ baseball 
teams. You ought to see them im ac- 
tion for at least two weeks, and then 
you know very little about their head 
work or dispositions unless you are 
@itting on the same bench with them 
day by day. But having seen Detroit 
Ry. two games against the Chicago 

ite Box, I will relieve myself of a 
few opinions that these contests have 
caused me to form of the aforesaid 
Tigers. 

It struck me, first of all, that there 
Was lack of heart to their play—and 
by that I mean the earnest overpow- 
ering desire to win, that Intenseness 
in the game that makes you mad if 


some teammate makes a bone-head- | 


ed play, or you curse the luck or the 
umpire if a fellow player does not 
come through with a hit in a pinch. 


Apparently Indifferent 


Fram the famous Manager Jen- 
nings down there seemed to me to 
be, if not nn actual indifference, a 
lack of genuineness. Hughey was 
there on the coaching lines exactly as 
he has been portrayed for years, with 
his staccato, Eyah! his pose on one 
leg with the other at the ‘knee raise,” 
and his great proclivity for plucking 
@pears of grass between his ‘‘Eyahs.” 
But it all looked perfunctory, stereo- 
typed, mechanical if you please. 

Perhaps if Detroit had been win- 
ning I might have detected that heart 
stuff. I know that makes a differ- 
ence. But it just looks to me as 
though Jennings had got used to los- 
ing, and was not in the habit of rais- 
ing his thoughts much above, He 
certainly should have yonked Pitcher 
Erickson out of the box in today’s 
game in the first inning, or at the 
latest in the second, if he was out to 
win. But then [{ don’t know the con- 
dition of his pitching staff. I'll say 
here, Detroit lost both games to the 
Sox and have only won three out of 
eleven played this season. 


Have Lost Interest 
The players share in this. hopeless 
feeling of the manager, and hopeless 
is putting it a little strong. As long 
as they are getting their little hits 


they seem to have lost interest al-| 


Feady in whether they win or lose. 

Now there is something radically 
wrong here, when players evince such 
an attitude so early in the season. 
There is a good reason for it,.and it 
might be one of several things. If 
the men know in their hearts that 
their pitching etaff is not strong 
enough; then that accounts for it 
without going any farther. . There are 
other things that might cause it, but 
we will not mention them. 

Barring their pitching staff, Detroit 
certainly has a good ball team. They 
probably have the best hitting out- 
field in the American League in Cobb, 
Beach and Flagstead. Their infield 
{s a bit ehdky at present, but when 
second base gets settled the only spot 
that looks weak is first base, but 
Heilman is fair in the field and offsets 
his mediotrity there by his big stick 
work. 

Jones, at third base, looks to me 
like a real hitter. I don't know his 
history, but he surely swings like one 
of the elite. If he is a fast runner, I 
venture to predict that he will be 
close to the 300 class at the end of 
the season. His fielding looks good. 
However, he may not be 
ground coverer, and as a matter of 
fact he doesn’t move about like a 
man with more than average speed in 
his system. I didn’t see him cut 
loose with any fast running, but the 
Opportunity to display any did not 
exactly present itself, and besides the 
going was heavy. He handles ground 
balls nicely and throws well to the 
bases, getting the ball away quickly, 
But the way he ewings that bat is the 
only thing about his work that im- 
preased me. Of course, he does not 
meet the ball with as much force as 
Cobb, Beach or Heilman, and that 


would cut his average down quite a} 


few points; but he is a left-hand bat- 
tor, and, as I say, if he has speed he 
will beat out some infield hits to help 
him along toward the charmed 300, 

Irvine Bush at shortstop needs no 
comments. He has long been rated 
as one of the good ones, and his work 
bears out that stamp, He bats left- 
handed against right-hand pitching, 
and right-handed against left. He is 
a little fellow and gets lots of walks. 


At short he covers plenty of ground, 


and throws the ball from any posi- 


tion. He makes a valuable lead-off 
man, 

Stanage behind the bat is no 
slouch, although he is not in Ray 


Schalk's class. Still, he is a mighty 
good receiver and a dangerous man 
with the willow. He is a big fellow 
and hits the ball hard. 


Can Get the Runs 


Here is a team that is capable of 
securing plenty of runs, and will 
measure up with the average Amer- 
ican League team, I am told, in field- 
ing. I should say, however, that they 
are a bit inferior on the defensive to 
the White Sox. 

Now, what is the matter with 
them? Is it altogether pitchers? It 
seems funny that this same condition 
has been going on year after year. A 
good ball team without the requisite 
Pitching staff, You would think that 
some year or other Jennings would 
be able to assemble a good pitching 
corps. P 

My own opinion is that the fault 
Mes in the manager. He knows a ball 
Player im the other positions when 
he sees him; but he either doesn’! 
know a good pitcher or he spoils him

BUTTER STOCK. 
LOW IN CANADA 
GOVT REPORTS 


Surplus in Storage Trivial Com- 
pared with Demand—Beef 
Supply Short 


OTTAWA, May 14—The stocks of 
butter are the lowest recorded since 
the cold storage report was inaugur- 
ated. The ordinary course of events 
in the butter trade is to put Into etor- 
age a part of the surplus made during 
the summer months and to sell this 
for consumption during the winter. 


| As a result we find that the stocks on 


hand at this time of the year are 
trivial compared to the quantities 
handled by the wholesalers. In fact, 
at this season of the year, after the 
stocks stored from last season are 
used up and before the production of 
the new season is large enough to 
yield a surplus, the stocks shown in 
storage on any particular date are 
practically confined to what is being 
passed on for consumption as rapidly 
#s# the trade can handle it. being kept 
in refrigeration only for safekeeping 
during the process of marketing. 
Fer Below Last Year 

The stocks in storage on May 1 are 
less than one-half what was In the 
hands of the railways on the first o 
last November. The creamery butter 
on hand at the first of this month was 
772,580 pounds, which i# 18,47 per 
cent, less than last May, and 66 per 
cent. less than on April 1. 
ter stocks are 85,668 pounds which is 
42.76 per cent, less than last May and 
16.56 per cent, more than on April 1, 
indicating that more dairy butter is 
now moving ahead for corfsumption 
through wholesale channels, Of both 
kinds of butter, these stocks repre- 
sent about threo per cent of the stoci:s 
laid by in storage for last winter, or 
what would amount to a little over a 
tenth of a pound for each person in 
Canada, The stocks of cleomargarine 
are 313,764 pounds, a silght increase 
over last month. The etocks of eggs 
in cold storage are 2,381,151 dozen. 
At this time of the year eggs are 
being stored for next winter's con- 
sumption. The disquieting feature 
about this ie not that exes are being 
put Into storage now. If they were 
not we would have practically no eggs 
to eat next winter, The cause of con- 
cern for the consumer is the price ut 
which they are going into storage. 
Even the most modest profits for the 
storage men will mean very high 
prives next wiriter, The eggs on hand 
other than fn cold storage are 928,631 
dozén, This is 35 per cent more than 
similar stccks a year ago, and three 
times as much as on the first of last 
month. The frozen eggs amount to 
272,637 pounds, 

The total stock of pork on hand 
amounts to 34,851,983 pounds, Of 
this, the largest single 4tem is what 
fe in process of cure. .The 14,008,601 
pounds in process of cure t# in no 
sense in cold storage.

On March 15th the first instaliment 
of the proceeds of income taxation 
was turned into the treasury depart- 
ment in accordance with the require- 
ments of the War Revenue act of 
February 26. By the terms of that 
law payments of income taxation are 
now permitted to be made in four 
equal quarterly instaliments, falling 
due on March 15, June 15, September 
15, and December 15. The first in- 
stallment is approximately §$1,001,- 
000,000. 


FORIGN TRADE BOOM

Mxports were valued at $605,000,-

Necessarily an important branch 
of the stock-raising industry in 
“Alberta is the growing of feeders, 
‘animals which require to Wve fat- 
tened before being marketed. As 
yet the art and science of finishing 
meat animals has not been so gen- 
erally developed here as in longer 
settled countries. 

Cattle are only admitted to 
Great Britain for immediate 
slaughter. Hence the steers from 
Alberta ranches must undergo a 
finishing course somewhere before 
going across the water. At pres- 
ent the best market for feeders 
from this province is found in the 
Tinited States, where they are fat- 
tened, and either slaughtered or 
sent overseas alive. 

Naturally the United States 
ranchers and farmers are not 
anxious that Canauian cattle 
should go into their markets and 
thus tend to depress the prices 
they might otherwise obtain. 
There is a more or less pronounced 
and perpetual agitation in ranch- 
ing districts south of the line to 
have our cattle excluded, which 
sume day may result in either an 
embargo or a tariff so high as to 
take all the growers’ profit. 

If that eventuality can be fore- 
stalled by securing an alternative 
way of disposing of our beef cat- 
tle, the permanence and prosperity 
of the industry will be better as- 
sured. There are two possible al- 
ternatives. One is to secure the 
removal of the prohibition against 
the shipment of Canadian feed- 
ers into Great Britain for fatten- 
ing. The other is to develop the 
chilled meat trade, by which Al- 
berta cattle would be fattened 
either in Alberta or in the eastern 
provinces and shipped as beef to 
England. 

A committee of the local board 
of trade has been working for sev- 
eral months on this subject, and 
has brought in a report which is 
to be forwarded to the Dominion 
Government, asking that action be 
taken looking to the removal of 
the embargo against Canadian 
feeders going into Britain and 
also to the establishment of such 
storage facilities at Atlantic ports 
as would encourage the develop- 
ment of the chilled meat trade. 

In taking up this question the 
board has interested itself in one 
of the industries upon which the 
future of the province depends. 
That its recommendations to Otta- 
wa will receive attention and lead 
to action in the direetions indi- 
cated will be hoped by everyone 
who understands how completely 
every interest in the province de- 
pends upon the success of the 
farmer and how much the success 
of the farmer depends upon’ the 
development of the stock-raising 
branch of his business.

SIBERIAN TROUBLES. 


A prominent former citizen of 
Edmonton who enlisted for ser- 


vice in Siberia and who, probably 
is now dn his way home with the 
Siberian Expeditionary forces Has 
written to friends here describing 
his experiences which, in common 
with the other members of that 
particular branch of the scrvice 
have been anything but pleasant. 
Not the least of their troubles has 
been that caused by the practical 
absence of water, not only as a 
beverage, but it is even stated that 
at times it was almost impossible 
to obtain water tor washing. The 
time scems to have gone slowly 
and monotonously. The men were 
camped about seven or eight 
miles from Vladivostok and there 
was no means of getting into the 
city and having a taste of city life 
such as an excursion would have 
afforded except by walking, and 
this was not only very tiring, be- 
cause of tho terrible condition of 
the roads, but dangerous as well, 
-—anyone making the trip having 
to go fully armed on account of 
the war-like habits of the enemy 
whoswere present in disconcert- 
ingly large numbers.
